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Game System 

"Future Wars" uses the 
Cinematique system. This is a 
new game system which is en¬ 
tirely mouse-controlled and is 
designed to make the game 
as user-friendly as possible. 

Moving the Hero 

The character you are play¬ 
ing moves across the screen 
as you direct it. To move him, 
point the mouse cursor where 
you want him to go and press 
the left-hand button. The 
hero will then move to the 
designated spot. Your charac¬ 
ter will stop on the way if an 
obstacle blocks his path. All 
you have to do is designate a 
different spot which will enable 
him to move around the 
obstacle. 

The Activation 
Menu 

Through the hero, you can 
take a wide variety of actions 
using the very 
simple activation 
menu. The activa¬ 
tion menu is dis¬ 
played when you 
press the right-hand 
button of the 
mouse. Move the 
menu bar to the 
chosen action and 
press the left-hand 
button. 

You can take the 
following actions: 

EXAMINE 

Enables you to ob¬ 
tain more details 
about an object in 



your environment. When the 
mouse cursor becomes a +, 
choose the object to be ex¬ 
amined and press the left- 
hand button. Note: just as 
in real life, your character 
will not be able to see 
some of the details if he is 
too far away from the ob¬ 
ject he is looking at. 

TAKE Used when you want 
to collect objects that seem to 
be useful. When the mouse 
cursor becomes a +, choose 
the object to be taken and 
press the left-hand mouse but¬ 
ton. 

INVENTORY Tells you at 
all times what objects you 
have. Press one of the two 
mouse buttons to quit the in¬ 
ventory. 

USE Allows you to take ac¬ 
tion using an object in your in¬ 
ventory to affect an object or 
person in your environment. 

Example: You have a key 
which you want to use to 
open a door - USE KEY on 
DOOR. 

You want to give money to 
your boss (!!!) - USE MONEY 
on BOSS. 

You need something to 
drink - USE CUP on HERO. 

When the cursor changes 
into a +, select the object you 
want to use from the list, then 
click on the object or person it 
is to be used on. 

OPERATE - Lets you take 
action on an object or person. 

Example: To Open a door 

... OPERATE DOOR. 

To Press a button 

... OPERATE BUTTON. 
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To Dig in Rubble ... 
OPERATE RUBBLE. 

When the mouse cursor 
changes into a +, select the 
object on which you want to 
take action and press the left- 
hand button of the mouse. 

SPEAK Will allow you to 
talk to the people you are 
going to meet. When the 
mouse cursor changes to a 
+ , indicate the character to 
whom you want to speak and 
press the left-hand button of 
the mouse. 

The User Menu 

This menu offers functions 
which are not part of the 
game itself, but which will, for 
instance, allow you to save, 
make backups, or reload pre¬ 
vious sessions. 

You can access this menu 
by pressing the two mouse 
buttons simultaneously. 

PAUSE The game is 
paused when the user menu 
is active. 

RESTART Enables you to 
start the session again from 
the very beginning. 

BACKUP DRIVE Used for 
indicating to the program 
which disk drive you want to 
use to make a backup. 

LOAD Continue playing a 
game you have backed up. 
When the program asks you 
to insert the backup diskette, 
the list of saved sessions 
which are on the backup dis¬ 
kette will be displayed. Move 
the mouse on to the name of 


the session to be loaded and 
confirm. 

SAVE To save the game 
you are playing to diskette, in¬ 
sert the backup diskette when 
the program prompts you. 

(We suggest you have a blank 
formatted diskette ready.) A 
catalog containing the list of 
sessions already on the dis¬ 
kette will be displayed. 

Choose a free spot, type in a 
name, and confirm. If there 
is no room left in the catalog, 
use a new backup diskette or 
back up over an existing 
game. 



Note: You can back up a ses¬ 
sion as long as your hero is 
alive. Consequently, we ad¬ 
vise you to use this option 
regularly and each time the 
situation is 
potentially 
dangerous. 

During some 
animation se¬ 
quences when 
you are not able 
to control your 
character, you 
will not be able 
to save the 
game. But be 
assured that 
nothing very 
dangerous will 
happen during 
these sequen¬ 
ces, unless it is 
already too late 
to take preven¬ 
tive action. 
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Advice To 
New Players 

If you are playing an adven¬ 
ture game for the first time, 
here are a few suggestions. 

• Carefully examine all 
the objects on the screen at 
every new point in the 
game. Note that some ob¬ 
jects are only one or two 
pixels wide. 

• Move as close as possible 
to the objects you are examin¬ 
ing because no one is infal¬ 
lible and our hero may only 
see some of the fine details if 
he looks at an object up close. 

• Read the messages dis¬ 
played very carefully because 
they may give you important 
clues on how to proceed to 
the next step in the adventure. 

• Gse every opportunity you 
can to take action. 

• Talk to everyone you can; 
they may be able to help you 
choose the best route. 

• Most objects you can ex¬ 
amine in the game have a pur¬ 
pose. Try operating them or 
using various items on them. 

• Backup your game as 
soon as you sense danger. 

If, in spite of all this, you 
find yourself stuck at any 
point in the game, check to 
see whether you have forgot¬ 
ten an object or if you have 
forgotten to do something ear¬ 
lier on ... 


Getting You 
Through The 
First Screens 

(Note: This is a walk-through 
of the first two screens. Ex¬ 
perienced adventurers may 
want to skip this part.) 

1. Examine the bucket. 

2. Pick up the bucket. 

3. Walk to the far left of the 
scaffolding. 

4. Examine the scaffolding. 

5. Operate the red arrow on 
the control panel. 

6. Walk towards the open 
window. 

7. Operate the open window. 

8. Enter the window. 

9. Walk through the door on 
the left. 

10. Go to the cabinet, 
operate it, and take the 
canister. 

11. Operate the door to the 
W.C. 

12. Examine the red flag on 
the floor. 

13. Gse the bucket on the 
sink. 

14. Go through the door on 
the right. 

15. Take the plastic bag 
from the wastebasket. 

16. Gse the bucket on the 
middle door. 

17. Go to the right side of 
the carpet and operate it. 

18. Go through the right 
hand door.
